On last Sunday morning a boy came into 
Greenesboro from the river beyond Colonel J. 
N. Armor’s and reported that a negro named 
Albert Smith had been found dead on the river 
bank the night before, and that he had been 
shot. Coroner Foster empaneled a jury and 
went at once to the scene. The evidence de- 
veloped the fact that about an hour by sun 
Albert had left the cotton field where he was 
at work and taking his gun in his hand, went 
to the river to look after some fishing hooks he 
had set out. Not returning heme at supper 
time his family became alatmed, and a party 
of men started out to hunt for him. 
They found him at last lying on a steep slant of 
the river bank with his gun under him, his 
body held up by a small tgee, and a hole in the 
right side of his neck from which the blood 
was still oozing. He was dead when found 
and the gun had-been exploded. From the 
surrounding circumstances it was believed that 
in climbing up the steep bank of the river his 
foothold had given way, and the gun which he 
carried in hisright hand had Struck against 
the undergrowth and was exploded with fatal 
effect. The jury found a verdict in accord- 
ance with the above, and that Albert-had been 
accidentally killed by a gun in his own hands. 


A terrible tragedy occurred on the plantation 
of Mr. Lucius T. C. Lovelace, near West 
Point, on Wednesday of last week, at twelve 
o’clock, M., the victim of which, Dillard 
Holstun, now lies in a bloody grave, while the 
perpetrator of the deed, Peter Story, is at 
large. Both were colored men,. and brothers- 
in-law. Bad blood, itseems, existed between 
the men, on account of Holstun’s treatment of 
his wife, whois Story’s sister. On Wednes- 
day, while they were at dinner, Story's fell 
purpose of murder, (for the crime 
has every appearance of having been 
deliberately planned) culminated in a 
ficrce attack, which resuited in Holstun’s 
The 
testimony submitted at the inquest, held by 
Coroner Thomas Davis on Friday, sets forth 
the circumstances clearly and fully. The 
three witnesses examined were Mr. L. T. C. 
Lovelace, Mary Holstun, wife of the deceased, 
and Dr. J. S. Horsley, the physician sum- 
moned to aitend Holstun. A. preity clear case 
of murder was made out against Peter Story. 
While they were at dinner on Wednesday, 
Story savagely attacked the deceased with a 
knife, cutting hiin in the abdomen. He made 
a thrust while Holstun was _ searching 
for a plate of food. There were some words 
about a former difficulty, but Holstan was 
conciliatory, and made no atiack of any sort 
upon his assailant. He asked him to go home 
aud tell his wife to quit talking about him 
(Holstun). After he had done the cutting, 
Story went out of the house and cursed his 
sister, Holstun’s wife, threatening to kill her. 
He then left the place. Mr. Loyelace took 
Holstun’s statement after he was wounded 
and wheh he thought he would be dead in an 
hour. A jury, of which Mr. L, 8. Turner was 
foreman, returned a verdict that the deed was 
committed by Peter Story with malace afore- 
thought.

Warehousemen in 1836-7, 
From the Hawkinsville, Ga,, Dispatch.

The price paid was 
generally fifteen cents—never less than four- 
toen nor more than sixteen. Among others 
we notice receipts for cotton sold from A. J. 
Coalson, James Picket, David Girtman, James 
Grace, Edward Cross, William Kinchen, Asa 
Harrell, James Farnell, Seaborn Rosar, D. B. 
Lowe, Abner Burnam, Thomas Speight,James 
Pope, William Wooten, Alfred Shiver, Wil- 
liam Shell, John Fleming, Baptist N. Scott, 
N. R. Truluck, Benjamin Burch, Thomas 
Whitsett, Miles Harrell, Nicholas, John and 
Benjamin Rawlins, James M. Everett, John 
Buchan, James Hinson, Sames Tripp, Philo- 
men Bohannon, Alex Everett, R. W. Baskin, 
John I Anderson, Ira E. Dupreeand D. M. 
Brown. .

“LUMPKIN LEAVES 


The Race to Simmons, Clarke 
and Hook. 


SPECULATION AS TO THE RESULT, 


The Exciting Canvass Going on for the 
Vacant Seat on the Supreme 
Court Bench. 


“Judge Lumpkin is out of the race!” 

Such wasthe sensational rumor that was 
prevalent about the hotel lobbies last night, 
and upon investigation it was found to be true 
that Judge Sam Lumpkin, of the Northern 
circuit, had withdrawn from the canvass for 


Judge Hall's old place. 
NO REASONS FOR THE WITHDRAWAL. 


No reason was assigned for the withdrawal. 


Judge Lumpkin was gathering friends and 
supporters every day and was one of the most 
popular menin the field. Noman ever had 
warmer or stauncher friends, and from every 
county in his section friends had come to At- 
lanta to assist him in the race. 

A young man, in the very prime of an ac- 
tive and rising career, Whatever caused his re- 
tirement, he can very well afford to wait for 
higher judicial preferment. The judge of one 
of the most important circuits in the state, he 
is making every daya reputation for judicial 
fairness and honesty, as well as legal learning 
and attainment, that is almost certain, some 
day or other, to advance him higher in the 
profession. 

WHAT EFFECT WILL IT HAVE? 

It is impossible to say what effect Judge 
Lumpkin’s retirement will have upon the 
strength of the three remaining candidates. No 
one seems to know what the result will be. 
Judge Simmons’s friends claim for him some- 
thing like 80 votes, solid and sure; and Judge 
Clarke's friends are just as certain as they can 
be that their candidate will get at least 80, if 
not many more, on the first ballot. Judge 
Hook’s friends declare that he has between 
forty and fifty votes solid: for him. Taking 
these estimates as the basis of the first ballot, 
all the votes are accounted for save about nine, 
but these nine, go they to whoever they will, 
will not place the judicial. robe upon any can- 
didate’s shoulders. 

THE ESTIMATES OF FRIENDS. 

If the list of the more enthusiastic support- 
ers of the various candidates are taken, and 
the votes they give their men are added, it 
will be seen that the sum total will far exceed 
the numberof votes to be polled, and so that 
calculation is notgconvincing.* The truth of the 
matter is that the thing is so mixed that it will 
take a ballot to decide. 

One member said last night that he ‘‘was 
positively pledged to three men, and he knew 
about as many men asit was comfortable to 
know in the same fix.’’ He felt really un- 
comfortable about the matter, and talked of 
going home. 

THE BROWN-SIMMONS CONFERENCE DENIED. 

On Thursday THe ConstTITuTION printed a 
rumor that the retirement of Judge Brown in 
Judge Simmons’s favor was the result of a 
conference between those gentlemen. This 
rumor is positively denied. Itis held that at 
the time the supposed conference took place, 
Judge Simmons was in New York, and could 
not possibly have been with Judge Brown. 
THE VIEWS OF A WELL KNOWN POLITICIAN. 

A well known politician said last night that 
two ballots would decide the matter, and that 
the third ballot would elect. Holding high 
office he refused to express himself as to the 
lucky candidate, declaring that he was out of 
the tight and did not careathrip who got it. 
Nevertheless he said he knew who would. 

THE MANNER OF THE CANVASS. 

It has been the subject of general comment 
that no race in Georgia was ever conducted 
= ahigherand more gentlemanly plane. 

1¢ best sort of feeling has prevailed among 
the candidates and their friends, and not the 
least unpleasantness has existed or resulted 
from the canvass thus far. Anold stager re- 
marked last night that he ‘‘did not know a 
race could be worked in such a way, and was 
glad to see, that for the high office and respon- 
sible position, the candidates were determined 
not to let political filth soil their garments.’’ 

The friends of the various candidates, Judge 
Hook, Judge Simmons, and Judge Clarke, 
are all confident and predict the election of 
their man.

The Police Court Room a Lively and Inter- 
esting Place Yesterday Morning. 

Hamp Stroud, the Markham house wine- 
room man, was arraigned in police court yes- 
terday morning, charged with violating the 

srohibition law, and during the trial some 
ively scenes were presented to those in and 
about the courtroom. 

The city opened the case with a witness, 
whose testimony was not at all damaging to 
the defendant. Another and another witness 
followed with the same story, and then Henry 
Hetzell was introduced, and, in repl 
to questions, said that he ha 
bought intoxicating. drinks in the 
room. The witnesses’ story was conclusive, 
and with the case well made oft, Judge Pen- 
dileton elosed for the city. 

Colonel |Arnold, representing Mr. Stroud, 
realized that he had a case, unless Het- 
zel’s testimony could be broken down. There 
was butone way to impair his declaration, and 
that was to impeach him. Witnesses were in- 
troduced who did not speak in the most com- 
plimentary terms of Hetzell, and among the 
number was Mr. Dooly the bill poster. ‘ In re- 
ply to a question the witness said: 

‘‘No, I would not believe him on oath. He 
told methat he intended to give the wine 
rooms away because Reeves and other deteo- 
tives would pay him to do so,” 

This, of course, put a doubtful construction 
upon Mr. Hetzell’s testimony, and with a view 
to destroying his statement entirely, Celonel 
Arnold called Mr. Hetzell back ‘upon the 
stand, asking him if he had told Mr. Dooly 
that he intended to give the wine rooms away’ 

‘‘I did not,” said the witness, in a positive, 
sharp and emphatic manner. _ . 

‘Yes, but you did,” said Mr. Dooly, quite 
excitealy, leaping to his feet. 

“Dooly, I did not,’’ replied Mr.|Hetzell quite 
warmly, ‘‘and you know you have sworn 
two lies in this case already.”’ 

“You are a liar yourself and I'll punch your 
head it you tell nie I lie,” said Dooly, leaping 
forward. 

Several policemen sitting near sprang up. 
Some mabbed Mr. Dooly, and some caught 
Mr. Hetzell, preventing thém from coming 
together. The scene for a minute was an ex- 
citing one, and the loud, repeated raps for or- 
der had no effect. People in the rear of the 
courtroom climbed upon the benches to see the 
racket. Finally, however, order was restored, 
and Judge Anderson said: 

‘‘Don’t let this thing happen again, gentle- 
men, or I may take a hand in it next time.’’ 

Colonel Arnold having concluded with Mr. 
Hetzel, that gentleman introduced several 
persons who swore that they believed his 
word worthy of credence. Mr. Hetzell then 
asked the court to continue the case until this 
morning so that he could introduce witnesses 
as to his character fortruth. Judge Pendle- 
ton indorsed the request, saying: 

‘“‘T am certain that the gentleman can intro- 
duce hundreds of witnesses who will swear 
that he will tell the truth.” 

“And I would like to say,” said Mr. Dooly, 
arising as Judge Pendleton sat down, “‘that I 
have no ill feeling towards Mr. Hetzell. I 
have only told what I heard him say. If he is 
not satisfied with that, and wants satisfaction, 
I’ll give it to him outside the courtroom. I’ll 
punch him in the jaw.” 

Mr. Dooly spoke warmly, and as he warmed 
up Judge Anderson began to get warm. By 
the time Mr. Dooly was through with his ora- 
tion Judge Anderson was quite hot, and said: 

“You can just hand over aten, Mr. Dooly, 
for contempt to court. And I’ll take this occa- 
sion to say, you can’t put a head on any witness 
in this court.”’

Weldon’s cond at the time of 
his arrest and while Ojeth6 “way to the city was 
not calculated to F apperes the minds of the ar- 
resting posse, 4fid no attention was paid to his 
repeated deynands of the charge made against 
him-* Cir yesterday morning when Captain 
Cox came to the city he was accompanied by 
Bailiff Rodgers, who, the instant he laidfhis 
eyes upon Weldon, recognized him as the negro 
who had knocked the handcuffs off Hubert 
when he was taken from the officers at the 
tabernacle. The bailiff also thinks he can re- 
call the prisoner as an active party in the fight 
in the cut. When the prisoner heard Mr. 
Rodgers remark about the handcuffs he again 
denied being present. The evidence against 
him was sufliciently strong to cause his deten- 
tion. 

During the day yesterday Gather, the negro 
who was arrested Tuesday, was released upon 
bond and given a chance to gather in a fee for 
his attorney. 

Messrs. Heinz and Berkele, the gun dealers, 
deny that they sold any sort of a weapon to 
negroes at the time of the riot.
